LONDON, Oct. 1—Everything, accord-

ing to the dispatches from the disturbed

The Turkish government, diplomats as-
sert, would like to find an easy way out
of the present war with Italy, and thinks

The
Balkan states at the same time are anx-
lous to get gt thelr Mg nelghbor while it
Is Invelved with one of the great powers.

Powers May Interfere.

At present there appears to be no rea-
won why any of the Buropean powers
ghould become Involved If war breaks
out, nlthough it Is recognized by the dip-
lomats of every country that It would
take liftle to draw them in, onee the
trouble s started.

Among the most unique designs In the
parade was the big truck entered by the
three Omaha suffrage socleties, the Equal
Francliise soclety, the Omaha Buffrage
asfoclation and the Political BEquality
league. High school puplls occupled this
float and through pantomime carried the
woman suffrage message to the specs
tators. A sign made of wisterias on &
vollow backgronnd of chrysanthemum pets
als was printed, "Catebing Up With Chi-
cana.” A line, “Votes for Women,"” ran
along the bottom of the float. At the
front of the float stood a big ballot box
finished In flowers, on one side of which
stood a Chinaman and his wife enjoying
equal rights, while on the other side stood
a Caucasian puthing his mother, a col-
lege woman and & business woman behind
bars symbolizing prejudice, ignorance and
custom. White women with Idiots, criml-
nals and Indlans stood In the main part
of the truck, denoting the position In
which the suffrage socleties concelve
womankind in certain parts of the Unlited
Btates.
